OVER THE WAVES.. A ten year old youngster living in Eagle River, Wis- 
consin is the youngest motor boat racer in the coun- 
try. At last count the youth had defeated over 200 rivals — all adults, and 
had won eight trophies as well as many cash prizes. He had placed first 
eleven times and second, six times. The young champion had been driving 
his own motor boat since the age of seven. 




RACING TO GLORY. While a crowd of 60,000 spec- 
tators looked on, two boys aged 14 and 12 finished 
nose and nose for the first dead heat in the records 
of the All American Soap Box Derby held in Akron, 0. 
In a re-run match, one of the boys defeated the other 
by a margin no close that it became necessary for the 
iudges to consult a photo finish print. The time of 
the dead heat, down a 975 foot hill course, was 28.35 
seconds; the re-ran was clocked at 28.17. (1952). 



THE HANDICAPPED BALL PLAYER,. A courageous eleven year old 
youngster now living in Bridgeport, Ohio, who lost his left leg in a tram 
accident in New Jersey in 1952, has since developed into an excellent 
sportsman, despite his handicap. With the aid of a wooden crutch he can 
play any position on a baseball field, is able to ma bases at a speed -of 
twelve feet a second, bats .333 in league play, and can slide into bases 
with the best in his circuit. His playing ability earned him a regular po- 
sition* with the Bridgeport Red Sox in the community's Little League. 




At the age of six, a Cedar Rapids, Iowa boy recently 
received a traffic summons by police officers when he 
was discovered driving about the streets in. an automo- 
bile made for him by his father. His offense-operating 
a motor vehicle without a license. The small car had 
a welded frame covered with sheet metal and boasted a 
one-cyUnder gasoline motor, centrifugal clutch, and 
chain drive. The boy was beJieved to be the youngest 
person ever issued a ticket for such an offense. 



HOLE-IN-WONDER. Until the age of fifteen a Toledo, Ohio boy gained all 

his golfing knowledge by practicing shots into chuck- 
holes of a cemetery near his home. When he stepped onto a regulation golf 
course for the first time in his life in 1?50. a startling thin g happened. 
His ball, battered and scarred from many a weary mile over the graveyard 
course, rolled off the tee at the 140 yard eighth hole in Ottawa Park, and 
plunked into the cup for a hole-in-one. 



When a pre-school age youngster went fishing with 
his father on an Iowa lake, it was the first time he 
had indulged in such a sport. While casting his line 
in the water, the boy felt a tug, and with the aid of 
his father pulled in a twelve pound buffalo fish. Lat- 
er the boy posqi for photographs with his catch, a 
feat which afforded him the greatest difficulty when 
it cam* to holding his prize catch up for exhibition. 





From time to time boys have competed in sporting 
events against older persons, and have succeeded 
in carrying off top honors despite the greater expe- 
rience, background, and more mature judgment of 
their opponents. The latest such instance occurred 
in Vandalia, Ohio on August 27, 1954, when a four- 
teen year old N* w York boy entered and won a trap* 
shooting contest, participating against a field of 
2,009 competitors. The young sharpshooter blasted 148 out of 1.50 clay 
targets ana went on to win $6,000 in prize money in what proved to be his 
first professional tournament. The youth began trap shooting at the age 
of ten and soon was able to outshoot his father, who started out in the 
sport with him. To keep in good form, the youngster practiced firing be- 
tween one hundred and two hundred shots a week at a rifle range on Long 
Island,
